Fro m the article last week, we see that all p rep aratio n had 
been made, Christ had died and had been raised fro m the dead; 
his cho sen am bassado rs had been instru cted to wait in the city o f 
Jeru salem and when they receiv ed the Ho ly Sp irit, as Christ had 
p ro mised they wo u ld (Jo hn 14:16-26; Jo hn 16:7 -14), they were, 
by the p o wer thu s imp arted, to begin to p reach Christ, 


When Jesu s ascended into heav en, they retraced th eir step s 
into Jeru salem and waited the co ming Sp irit fro m heav en. On the 
day o f Penteco st, acco rding to the reco rd in Acts 2, the Ho ly 
Sp irit came and these cho sen am bassado rs o f Christ began, u nder 
div ine directio n, to p reach rep entance and the remissio n o f sins in 
the name o f Christ (Lu ke 24:47 ) 
This p reaching was to begin in 
Jeru salem and be ex tended u nto all the natio ns o f the wo rld. This 
is the beginning o f go sp el p reaching in its fu lness. H ereto fo re, He 
had been p reached in p ro mise, in p ro p hecy and in p rep aratio n. 
Here Christ was p reached as Go d had intended fro m the fo u nda­ 
tio n o f the wo rld th at he sho u ld be. He was declared to be bo th 
Lo rd and Christ (Acts 2:37 ) 
Years afterw ard Peter lo o ked back 
u p o n this ex p erience in the city o f Jeru salem and said it was “ the 
beginning.” (Acts 11:15) 


Christ had died and his will had beco me effectiv e (Heb. 9 : 
15-17 ) 
Up o n m en no w were bo u nd the terms and co nditio ns o f 
th a t will. Prio r to his death these term s and co nditio ns w ere no t 
in effect fo r the will o f Christ was no t in fo rce. This ex p lains why 
men canno t be sav ed like men were sav ed befo re the cro ss o f Christ 
and the p reaching o f the Go sp el in its fu lness began. If the Bible 
is p reached, fo rce and effect m u st be giv en to the New Will and 
Testam ent established by the death o f Christ. 


Fro m Penteco st o n, Christ was the great su bject o f Christian 
p reaching. 
The reco rd o f Acts tells u s o v er and o v er again o f 
Christ being p reached. 
P eter p reached Christ o n Penteco st, and 
acco rding to Acts 3 u p o n a later o ccasio n in Jeru salem. In Acts 8 , 
we read o f the wo rk o f Philip , the ev angelist. Verse 5 say s, “Philip 
■went do wn to the city o f Samaria, and p ro claimed u nto them 
Christ.” Again in v erse 35, we read, “ And Philip o p ened his mo u th, 
and beginning fro m the scrip tu re, p reached u nto him Jesu s.” Acts 
9 :20 reco rds fo r u s the first sermo n o f the co nv erted infidel by the 
name o f Sau l, “ And straightway in the sy nago gu es he p ro claimed 
Jesu s, that he is the So n o f Go d.” And thu s the reco rd tells u s the 
sto ry o f Bible p reaching do ne in the New Testament age. We can 
find no better p attern fo r p reaching to day .

declared, Peter p reached the co m m andm ents o f Christ.

assu redly , o r believ e bey o nd a do u bt th a t Jesu s is bo th— Lo rd and 
Christ (Jo hn 8 :24; Acts 2:36); (2) Rep ent (Lk. 13:3; Acts 17 :30; 
II Pet. 3:9 ; Acts 2 :3 6). (3) Be Bap tized (Mk. 16:15-16; Acts 2: 
38 ). 
Fu rtherm o re, in p reaching Christ, Peter p reached his p ro m­ 
ises. 
They were: (1) Remissio n o f sins, and (2) the gift o f the 
Ho ly Sp irit. H ere we hav e the div ine p attern fo r p reaching Christ. 
To o o ften it is m arred by u nfaithfu l p reachers who eith er leav e 
p art o f it o u t, o r p erv ert and change it u ntil its tru th and p o wer 
is lo st.
